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' CONSTITUTION. 

We, the United Baptist 
churches in the State of Mis- 
sissippi, having been regular- 
ly dismissed by letter from 
the following Association, viz: 
Aberdeen, Chickasaw, and 
Bear Creek, have united for 
the purpose of maintaining 
and keeping the Order and 
Rules of an Association, ac- 
cording to the following plan: 

Art, 1. This Association 
shall be composed ot members 
chosen by the different church- 
es in our Union, who on pro- 
ducing letters from their re- 
spective churches, certifying 
their election shall be entitled 
to seats. 

Art. 2. The letters from 
the churches are to express 
number or white male and fe- 
male members; number of 
colored members; time of 
meeting; number of Baptists 
received by letter; restored; 
dismissed ‘by letter; excluded; 
dead, since last Association; 
the name of pastor and post- 
office. 

Art. 3. The members thus 
chosen and convened shall be 
_ known as the Judson Associa- 
tion, who shall have no power 
to lord it over God’s heritage, 
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or to infringe on any of 
internal rights of the chut 
es of the Union, but shall |
